However, a 
few days ago, army worms 
moved in, Rhoades started 
doctoring on his Coastal 
Bermuda to save it like 
he would one of his 
children. He finally got 
some 10% Sevin which is 
about the only material re- 
commended where hay is 
to be saved. I saw him a 
day or two later and he 
said he didn’t believe he 
had over 25 live worms in 
the field. 


SWEET POTATOES 

Dan Presley and I were 
visiting in the Damascus 
Community Thursday af- 
ternoon with the James W, 
Hataway family. As we 
were leaving we drove by 
a ten-acre sweet potato 
field owned by J. J. 
Hataway, the ‘‘sweet pota- 
to man,’ J, J, had just 
entered the edge of his 
field with the picker, Dan 
and I watched him plow a 
couple of rows. The digging 
machine is simple and it 
was real interesting to see 


+those top quality Georgia 


red potatoes moving gently 
over the conveyor belts. 

It looks like Hataway is 
going to have an excellent 
crop. His demand is almost 
greater than his supply. He 
gave Dan and mea sample- 
just enough to get us really 
hungry for sweet potatoes, 


SOIL TESTING 

A whole lot of Coffee 
County farmers will be 
making some soil tests in 
the next few weeks. I would 
like to recommend where 
possible to ask for fertili- 
zation on a two-year basis 
rather than a one-year bas— 
is. For example, if you have . 
a field that you are going 
to put in corn in 1968 and 
peanuts in 1969, what about 
indicating this on your 
sample, Then you canfert- 
ilize corn for maximum 
ylelds and this will set 
this land up for peanuts 
in 1969. 

We have a few folks who 
are already doing this and 
I believe it is a sound 
practice, Dr. Walter So- 
well, soils specialist at 
Auburn, is pretty high on 
this recommendation also,

An ordinance establishing 
a uniform system for num- 
bering buildings, naming 
streets, establishing base 
Streets and designations 
for numbering purposes, 
providing the methods for 
instituting said system, and 
for the enforcement there- 
of: 


THE PUBLIC WELFARE 
REQUIRING IT, be it or- 
dained by the City Council 
of Elba, Alabama, as fol- 
lows: 

SECTION I, There is here- 
by established a uniform 
system for numbering 
buildings frontings on all 
streets, avenues, and pub- 
lic ways in the city of 
Elba and all houses and 
other buildings shall be 
numbered in accordance 
with the provisions of this 
ordinance. 

SECTION 2, Davis Street 
east of Pea River and Put- 
man Street West of Pea 
River shall constitute the 
base line which will divide 
the city into northern and 
southern parts. Pea River 
shall be considered the 
base line which will divide 
the city into eastern and 
western parts, Hereafter 
the city will be divided into 
half sections---North and 
South, Streets running pre- 
dominately north and south 
will be known as Avenues, 
and streets running pre- 
dominantly east and west 
will be known as Streets, 
The prefix ‘‘North’’ and 
**South’”’ will become a part 
of the street name, 
SECTION 3, The numbering 
for each street shall begin 
at the base line. The num- 
bers within the first block 
shall be from 100, the sec- 
ond block 200, etc. There 
shall be assigned 100 num- 
bers to each block, square 
or space that would be one 
block or square, if streets 
each way were so extended 
as to intersect each other, 
and one number shall be 
assigned to each 10 feet 
of frontage. In blocks or 
equivalent space longer 
than 750 feet which is not 
intersected by a street, if 
extended, the total length 
of space divided by 50 shall

each number, 

(1) Where blocks of dif- 
ferent length occur on op- 
posite sides of a street, 
the numbers on both sides 
shall be assigned on the 
basis of the shorter blocks, 

(2) Alllots and houses on 
the right side proceeding 
from the base lines shall 
be even numbers; all lots 
and houses on the left side 
proceeding from the base 
line shall be odd numbers, 
each commencing with the 
hundred assigned to that 
block, and shall increase 
from the base line number 
for each 10 feet of frontage 
or fraction thereof, except 
as provided in Section 3. 
Where any building has 
more than one door serv- 
ing separate occupants, a 


separate number shall be 
assigned to each door 
serving a separate Oc- 


cupant, providing the build- 
ing is 15 feet or more in 
width, If the building is nor. 
15 feet or more in width 
and the entrances are not 
that far apart, the next 
consecutive number shall 
be marked fractional. 
Buildings fronting on two 
or more streets shall have 
numbers assigned only to 
the main entrance, unless 
other entrances serve dir- 
ferent occupants, 

(3) A multiple family 
dwelling having only one 
main entrance shall be as- 
signed only one number, 
and separate appartments 
in the building will carry 
a letter designation suchas 
A, B, C, in addition to the 
number assigned to the 
main entrance, 


SECTION 4, All buildings 
facing streets not extend- 
ing through to base line 
shall be assigned the same 
relative numbers, as if the 
said street had extended to 
the said base line, 
SECTION 5, In addition to 
the numbers placed on each 
house or other building as 
heretofore provided all 
streets, avenues, and other 
public ways within the city 
are hereby given the fol- 
lowing directional design- 
ation: 

(1) All streets andaven- 
ues, North of North and 
South base line are given 
the direction North as part 
of the street and avenue 
name, 

(2) All streets and aven- 
ues South of North and South 
base line are given the 
direction South as part of 
the street and avenue name, 
SECTION 6, The Mayor and 
City Council shall cause 
the necessary survey to be 
made and there shall be as- 
signed to each house and 


building located on an} 
street, avenue, alley or 
highway in said city, its 


respective number under 
the uniform system pro- 
vided for in this ordinance, 
When the said survey shall 
have been completed and 
each house and building has 
been assigned its respec- 
tive numbers, the owner 
shall place or cause to be 
placed each house or 
building controlled by him 
the number or numbers as- 
signed under the uniform 
system provided for inthis 
ordinance, 

(1) Such number or num- 
bers shall be placed within

(2) The numbers shall 
be conspicously placed im- 
mediately above, on or at 
the side of the proper door 
of each building so that 
the numbers can be seer 
plainly from the street at 
all times. Whenever any 
building is more than 
fifty feet from the street 
line or where obstuctions 
limit a clear view of the 
building from the street, 
numbers shall be near the 
walk, driveway or common 
entrance and upon a 
gatepost, fence, tree, post 
or other appropriate place 
sO as to be easily dis- 
cernible from the street 
at all times, 
SECTION 7, For the pur- 
pose of facilitating a cor- 
rect numbering system a 
map of all streets, avenues 
and public ways within the 
city showing the proper 
numbers of all buildings 
shall be kept on file in the 
City Hall, 
SECTION 8, It shall be the 
duty of the Mayor, or per- 
son designated by him to 
inform any party applying 
therefore of the number or 
numbers to be assigned to 
any property as provided 
in this ordinance, 
SECTION 9, Whenever any 
building or structure shall 
be erected or located in 
the City of Elba after the 
effective date of this or- 
dinance, it shall be the 
duty of the owner to pro- 
cure the correct number 
or numbers for same as 
provided in this ordinance, 
No building permit shall 
be issued until the owner 
has procured the official 
number or numbers for the 
premises. 
SECTION 10, Every sub- 
divisor plat submitted to 
the City Council for accept- 
ance of streets shall show 
the proper names of any 
and all existing named 
streets adjacent to any por- 
tion of such subdivision and 
shall show proper names 
of any and all new streets 
proposed for acceptance, 
Designations of such new 
streets shall be approved 
before suchnew streets are 
officially accepted by the 
City Council, 
SECTION ll, If the owner of 
any building required to be 
numbered by this ordinance 
shall neglect for the period 
of sixty (60) days to duly 
attach and maintain the 
proper number of such 
building, the Mayor shall 
serve upon him a notice 
requiring such owner to 
properly number the same, 
and if he neglects to do so 
for ten (10) days after the 
service of such notices, he 
shall be deemed to have 
violated this ordinance.

Authority was recently 
granted to ASC State Com- 
mittee toextendto7 months 
the free grazing period for 
livestock on lands taken 
out of production under the 
annual commodity diver- 
sion program, The start- 
ing date for such grazing, 
therefore, was September 
15, marking the end of the 
period during which the 
no-grazing provision was 
in effect under the diver- 
sion programs, 

Formerly, commodity 
diversion program lands 
could be grazed for 6 
months each year, and the 
‘‘normal”’ grazing period 
in Coffee County was from 
October 15 through April 
15, 

During the intervening 
5-month period, diverted 
lands can be grazed only 
if they are located in an 
area or county designated 
as a disaster area by the 
Secretary of Agriculture 
because of drought, ex- 
cessive rains, floods, or 


other natural disaster. In 


such cases, Conservation 
Reserve and Cropland Ad- 
justment program lands 
also may be used for graz- 
ing and for the harvesting 
of hay. Downward adjust- 
ments are made in diver- 
sion payments to farmers 
if these lands are grazed 
or hay is harvested under 
the disaster provision, 
“Extension of the free 
grazing period,’ the 
Chairman stated, ‘‘will 
give farmers an additional 
month each year for graz- 
ing livestock on these di- 
verted croplands,.
